TURBINES REPORT 
SPARKS OUTRAGE 


ANTI-WIND farm campaigners have taken a swipe at developers after 
a report found wind turbines last for half as long as previously 
thought. 

Research by Professor Gordon Hughes has found turbines generally last for 12 years, 
rather than the 25 years which is used by the Government to calculate subsidies. 

Now Montgomeryshire Against Pylons (MAP), which is fighting plans by National Grid 
to connect wind farms to the national power network, has claimed ‘time is up’ for such proj¬ 
ects. 


National Grid wants to build a 400,000 volt electricity line across the Shropshire border 
to feed electricity, which would be generated from windfarms sited in Mid Wales, into the 
national power network. Its proposed route is from an electricity substation at Cefn Coch, 

west of Welshpool, via Llansantffraid, south 
of Llanymynech and Oswestry, to Lower 
■ Frankton. There it will join the National 
Grid’s main network. 

But following Professor Hughes’ report, 
MAP leader Jonathan Wilkinson said the 
‘game is up’ for turbine developers. 

He said: “The research by Professor 
Hughes, who is a highly respected engineer 
and highly influential person, confirms our 
view that wind turbines are just not viable 
and I think the companies behind these 
developments know the game is up. 

“They are trying to rush through all these 
developments because they know time is up, 
nobody believes them anymore and Profes¬ 
sor Hughes confirms this.” 

Generous 

The research studied 3,000 turbines in 
Britain and Professor Hughes, an economist 
at Edinburgh University and former energy 
advisor to the World Bank, predicts in the 
coming decade far more investment will be 
needed to replace older and ineffective tur¬ 
bines - which is likely to be passed on in 
higher household electricity bills. 

He said the performance of the UK’s wind 
turbines over the past 11 years had ‘deteri¬ 
orated markedly’ and that ‘the subsidy 
regime is extremely generous if investment 
in new wind farms is profitable despite the 
decline in performance due to age and over 
time’. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “Once again the cost 
will be passed on to the general public and it 
will put people off living and having busi¬ 
ness here.” 

Professor Hughes added that the trend 
for larger wind turbines in Britain, which 
reach up to 400ft tall in some areas, 
increased wear and tear. 

He said: “I strongly believe the bigger tur¬ 
bines are proving more difficult to manage 
and more likely to interfere with one 
another.”

Expansion at 
family firm 
is on track 

EXPANSION work on a family business in 
Oswestry which could help to create 20 jobs 
is on schedule. 

Stonehouse Brewery was given £32,000 
from Shropshire Council’s Market Towns 
Revitalisation Programme this year to help 
create a new building at its site in Weston. 

The business was set up in 2007 after its 
owners started making brews in their 
kitchen. But the old agricultural building it 
is based in is now falling into poor repair. 
The money from the unitary authority is 
helping to pay for a new, building and access 
with a customer service area. 

The framework of the building has now 
been put up and it is hoped to be completed 
and ready for use by Easter. It will have a 
450sq metre floorspace and will also be 
three times taller. 

Alison Parr, brewery director, said: “The 
large steel frame structure has now been 
put up. We are hoping to be able to move the 
brewing kit in February. It is going on time 
at the moment. We are really pleased with 
the progress and have used local suppliers, 
where possible, for this build. ” 

Ms Parr said the expansion could create 
up to 20 jobs over the next 10 years. 

There are also plans in the pipeline to 
turn parts of the premises into a tourist 
attraction in the future.

Traders in 
town hail 
free car 
park help 

FREE parking in the run up 
to Christmas in Oswestry 
helped give a boost to 
traders according to the 
town’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce.

Martin Anderson, chair¬ 
man of Oswestry Chamber 
of Commerce, said he hoped 
the chamber could work 
with the town council in 
2013 to continue to improve 
trade next year. 

He said: “I think the free 
parking had a positive 
impact on trade before 
Christmas. 

“Lots of shops told me 
that they had been busy, 
with many shoppers com¬ 
menting positively about the 
free parking. 

“I’d like to pass on my 
thanks, on behalf of the 
traders in the town, to the 
town council. 

“We hope they will look 
forward to working with the 
chamber to look at how 
things can be further 
improved next year.”

Resurfacing 
work starts 

WORK to resurface a section 
of Oswestry’s bypass will 
begin on Monday. 

Officials at the Highways 
Agency said the night-time 
work on the A5 and A483 
between the Mile End 
roundabout and the junction 
with the Morda road is due 
to begin next week. 

The work between 8pm 
and 7am is likely to last for 
four nights. There will be a 
40mph speed restriction and 
possible diversions. 
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PLANS to build 14 affordable homes on the 
site of a former tax office in Oswestry have 
prompted fears about traffic problems. 

Oswestry Town Council is concerned that plans to create 
homes in Middleton Road could cause dangerous access. 

An application by Mr Steve Swann, of Wrekin Housing 
Trust in Telford, has been sent to Shropshire Council seek¬ 
ing permission to build homes on 12-14 Middleton Road, 
currently a private home. 
The application states the 
homes could be two and 
three-bedroom family 
houses available to rent. 

A report in the planning 
application states: “The 
design is a contemporary 
interpretation that fits com¬ 
fortably into its surround¬ 
ings, providing a sustainable 
development.” 

But councillors said it 
could lead to overdevelop¬ 
ment and felt access could be 
dangerous. 

Shropshire Councillor Bill 
Benyon said: “It’s another 
example where gradually 
developers are trying to 
squeeze as much as possible 
on the tiny sites.” 

He was also concerned 
about road access. “Poten¬ 
tially a death trap,” he said. 
“No visibility in any direc¬ 
tion.” He called for the 
developer to think again. 

Councillor Steve Haworth 
said he was concerned about 
traffic and the height of 
some of the buildings. 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett, town mayor, felt the 
effect on traffic flows needed 
to be considered. 

The town council clerk 
David Preston noted the 
application raised issues 
over access and limited visi¬ 
bility. 

He will ask the unitary 
authority to consider the 
traffic flow in the area. 

A design and access plan¬ 
ning report read: “Access 
has been designed so as to 
ensure highway safety and 
access for all types of vehi¬ 
cles needed.” 


College will 
develop its 
sports pitch 
at campus 

BOSSES at a college have 
won permission to further 
develop new sports facilities 
on its campus. 

A new multi use games 
area (MUGA) at the 
Oswestry campus of Walford 
and North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege was opened this year. 

College bosses applied for 
permission in September for 
floodlights to be installed at 
the games area to allow it to 
be used at night. 

They also applied for 
approval to build a 14 space 
car park and perimeter fenc¬ 
ing around the college’s 
grass training pitch. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment submitted in support 
of the bid said: “The provi¬ 
sion of floodlights is to allow 
a greater intensity of use 
thereby stimulating higher 
levels of sport and physical 
activity. 

“The perimeter fencing 
enclosure for the existing 
grass training pitch is to pro¬ 
vide a level of security whilst 
preventing ball loss during 
use as well as protecting 
vehicles and pedestrians.” 

Shropshire Council gave 
approval to the plans under 
delegated powers.

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Opinions 
are split 
on prayer 
proposal 

PLANS for a Muslim prayer 
centre at a former church in 
Oswestry have divided opin¬ 
ion, new documents show. 

So far 34 people have con¬ 
tacted Shropshire Council in 
support of the plans by 
Oswestry Muslim Society 
while 26 people have 
objected. 

The British National 
Party has urged the public to 
reject the plans, which 
would see the 19th century 
former Presbyterian Church 
on Oswald Road converted 
into the prayer centre. 

BNP leaders say more 
than 2,000 leaflets have 
been put through Oswestry 
letterboxes opposing the 
scheme. 

North Shropshire organ¬ 
iser Phil Reddall said the 
leaflet drop was a step in the 
party’s campaign against 
the plans and said further 
activity was likely before 
Shropshire Council makes a 
decision. 

“Many people might not 
agree with us but all we are 
trying to do is raise aware¬ 
ness of what is going on.” 

But supporter Andrew 
Ward said: “It’s about time 
the Muslims of Oswestry 
and the surrounding area 
had a place of their own to 
meet.” 

Oswestry Muslim Society 
has already raised about 
£70,000 towards the cost of 
the £250,000 project. 

Shropshire Council hopes 
to determine the bid by Jan¬ 
uary 11.

A HEALTH food chain store has put in a 
planning application to redecorate a shop 
front in Oswestry.

Town councillors discussed the applica¬ 
tion which has been sent to Shropshire 
Council for a decision. 

Councillor Romer Hoseason said: “I 
would like to welcome the arrival of Holland 
and Barrett into the town.” 

A design and access report in the planning 
application said: “Holland & Barrett always 
consider the environmental implications of 
their developments, and whilst the planning 
application only relates to the shop front 
decoration and the installation of external 
air conditioning condensing unit, Holland & 
Barrett are aware of their duty to minimise 
their contribution to climate change. 

“As such, the proposed condenser has 
been sized to meet the requirements of the 
proposed store and all equipment is to be 
maintained and serviced as per the recom¬ 
mendation. They are also aware that in tak¬ 
ing on a historic building, conserving the 
heritage of the building must accompany the 
promotion of sustainable economic growth.” 

The report said that The Holland & Bar¬ 
rett design served to ‘preserve and enhance 
the character of the area’.

An objection letter sub¬ 
mitted by planning repre¬ 
sentative Clive Roberts, on 
behalf of the golf club, the 
Lion Quays and the school, 
said the businesses, which 
employ between them more 
than 500 people, remained 
concerned about the site 
plans. 

Shropshire Council had 
hoped to determine the bid 
by December 10 but a deci¬ 
sion is now likely to be taken 
in the new year.

Fair provides 
advice on jobs 

THE question of which career to pursue in 
the future has been made a little bit easier 
for students at one school in Shropshire. 

Oswestry School held its own careers and 
higher education fair, giving students a 
taste of various professions and learning 
opportunities. 

The fair was staged in the school’s Peter 
Humphreys Centre and pupils from the 
fourth form to the upper sixth could view a 
wide range of different stands, with 
exhibitors from a huge variety of careers, 
universities and gap year providers. 

With more than 30 exhibitors, including 
Old Oswestrians, pupils were able to gain 
valuable advice on where their futures 
could take them. 

The Peter Humphreys Centre was used to 
stage Oswestry School’s Christmas Fair, 
organised by Linda Jones, head of business 
studies. The fair raised a total of £606 in aid 
of Help for Heroes and for the Astroturf 
fund. 


The class is also looking at where the 
goods come from and how they are packaged 
as well as marketing techniques. 

Andrew Tullo, of OS21, said: “There are 
explanations why fresh food prices tend to 
drift upwards at Christmas time. 

“They include increased demand and 
reduced vegetable yield resulting from poor 
weather. 

“But just how much prices increase and 
whether this is seen in both the supermar¬ 
kets and independent outlets including the 
market is something that the Oswestry 
Food Price Study may reveal.” 

Mr Tullo said a preliminary analysis of 
data in 2009/10 showed that fruit and veg 
were consistently less expensive during that 
year and it will now be possible to look at 
this over a much longer period as well as 
year on year rates of inflation. 

“We are being told often that food prices 
will rise inexorably and that as a country we 
will need to rely more on domestic produce 
to secure supplies,” he said. 

“This local study promises to reveal some 
useful background data as shoppers become 
more discriminating on what fresh food 
they buy.” 

Data is being collected monthly from; 
Powis Hall Market, including Mickey Finn’s 
Fish stall and Hartshorn’s Butchers, 
Covent Garden Fruit and Vegetable Store, 
Nyhan’s (butcher), Sainsbury’s and Mor¬ 
risons.

Q: My husband and I have been married for twenty years but have drifted into almost separate lives. My husband is happy for us to continue living together but I would like to 
divorce whilst there is still time to meet someone with whom I have more in common. Will the fact that we don’t have children make getting a divorce quicker and easier? 

A: Provided the marriage is more than a year old and has broken down irretrievably a divorce petition can be issued based on one of five facts, irrespective of children in the 
marriage. The five facts are: adultery, unreasonable behaviour, desertion, two years’ separation with the other party’s consent or five years separation without consent. 

Once your divorce petition has been accepted you can apply for a Decree Absolute, but you must still obtain a financial order to sever all financial ties with your husband, 
otherwise such ties will remain open. Normal practice is that both parties make a full and frank disclosure of their financial circumstances, including any equity in the family 
home and other jointly owned property, savings, shares, pensions etc, together with any individually owned assets. Following financial disclosure your lawyer will advise on 
what is an appropriate and fair settlement. 

If your husband is unwilling to provide financial information voluntarily you will be advised to meet with a trained Mediator to try and negotiate an amicable settlement. If your 
husband refuses to attend Mediation, or negotiations break down during Mediation, you should apply to the Court for a financial order. To do this you will need to either obtain a 
public funding (legal aid) certificate or provide your lawyer with money on account of costs. You should however be aware that from April 2013 the rules for public funding are 
changing, reducing the scope for who will be eligible.

I rang the four numbers 
which were given continu¬ 
ally to cancel the appoint¬ 
ment, but I gave up. 

It said that failure to 
attend without cancellation 
would result in being 
referred back to the General 
Practitioner, so I phoned the 
surgery and explained the 
situation, and asked if they 
had a number which they 
could ring to cancel the 
appointment for me. 

The answer was in the 
affirmative, and the lady 
gave me a number to ring. I 
got through immediately. 

I explained to the person 
who answered the call what 
had happened and her reply 
was that they were very 
busy, short of staff, and were 
covering for both hospitals. 

She was able to give me an 
alternative date immedi¬ 
ately. 

As I was putting the phone 
down from talking to her, 
the postman delivered the 
same letter again. 

The point I would like to 
make is that, under these 
circumstances, it is no won¬ 
der patients fail to turn up 
for appointments if it takes 
so long to get through.

A public inquiry into the plans for the five windfarms could start on June 4 in Welshpool. 

The legal battle to stop the turbines being built on the hills of north Powys has a key part 
to play in the fight to stop a power line and pylons being run across some of Shropshire’s 
most beautiful countryside. 

Campaigners against the pylons - which would stretch from an electricity sub-station at

Police in rogue 
trader warning 

POLICE are warning residents not to fall 
victim to rogue traders. 

Officers have had a number of complaints 
from people who have been contacted by 
individuals cold calling. 

Metal theft is widely acknowledged as one 
of the fastest growing crime types in the UK 
and police forces are focusing on preven¬ 
tion, intelligence and enforcement through 
partnership working. 

Sergeant Stephen Britton, of Dyfed- 
Powys Police, said: “We are urging members 
of the rural community to be vigilant follow¬ 
ing this recognised cold calling approach. 
Please stop and think carefully before hand¬ 
ing over any scrap metal in these type of cir¬ 
cumstances. In addition, it’s important not 
to buy items or services from unsolicited 
vendors. If in doubt, please contact Dyfed- 
Powys Police or Powys Trading Standards.” 

If anyone has any details regarding this 
type of criminal activity, call 101 or Crime- 
stoppers anonymously on 0800 555 111. 


Cefn Coch, near Llanfair Caereinion, to the 
National Grid’s line at Frankton between 
Oswestry and Ellesmere - say without the 
windfarms the power line would be obselete. 

The Department of Energy called in the 
five applications, for wind farms at Llandi- 
nam, Llanbadarn Fynydd. Llanbrynmair, 
Llaithddu and Carnedd Wen along with a 
planning application for a power line from 
Llandinam to Welshpool. 

They will all be the subject of one large 
planning inquiry in the summer. The chair¬ 
man of Conservation of Upland Powys, Ali¬ 
son Davies, said the group had been told the 
inquiry was likely to begin on June 4. 

“Of course the date could change but this 
is what we have been told. The venue is still 
to be decided, although we are calling for it 
to be held in Welshpool.” She said the hear¬ 
ing was expected to last many months. The 
conservation body has until January 21 to 
put its draft objection in to the inquiry team. 

“We will be linking up with other, more 
recently set up campaign groups to fight 
these wind farm applications,” she said. 

“We have been campaigning against wind 
farms for 20 years and with all the different 
bodies out there now, objecting to both the 
wind farms and the power lines, we have a 
wealth of skills and knowledge to fight this. ” 

The campaigners will be employing a bar¬ 
rister to put their objections to the inquiry 
and have warned they may also have to 
bring in specialists to talk at the hearing.

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Council is 
seeking 
views on 
changes 

PEOPLE in the Welshpool 
area are being asked for 
their views on elements of 
the council tax reduction 
scheme, which is being 
introduced in April. 

Powys County Council has 
been tasked to run the new 
scheme on behalf of the 
Welsh Government who 
have allowed the council to 
have discretion over certain 
elements of the new scheme. 

Cabinet member for 
finance, Councillor Dai 
Davies explained: “Some 
11,000 households in Powys 
currently receive council tax 
benefit but the UK govern¬ 
ment is stopping this from 
April. In its place they are 
introducing the council tax 
reduction scheme. 

“While the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment is responsible for this 
scheme in Wales it has 
tasked local authorities with 
administering it. 

“We have certain discre¬ 
tionary powers relating to 
war pensions, extending 
entitlement periods and 
backdating claims, and it is 
these issues on which we are 
particularly keen to hear 
individuals’ and organisa¬ 
tions’ views.”

Road system 
'here to stay' 

A TOWN business leader has claimed shoppers and traders must 
accept a controversial one-way system is here to stay - despite 
claims it has hit profits. 

Steve Kaye, chairman of the Federation of Small Businesses in Powys and a member of 
Welshpool Town Council, said there was no chance of Welshpool’s one-way system being 
axed after officials at Powys County Council ruled the road layout should remain in place 
after a review lasting several months.

School ranking 
results‘mixed’ 

WELSHPOOL and Llanfyllin High Schools 
have been ranked in Band 2 by the Welsh 
Government. 

All secondary schools in Wales have been 
given a score and then placed in a banding 
group of between one and five. 

It is an assessment of a school’s perform¬ 
ance in the academic year 2011-12, with 
Band 1 the best. 

The annual rankings make mixed read¬ 
ing for local parents with Caereinion High 
School ranked in Band 4. 

Powys County Council Leader, Councillor 
David Jones said: “It is very pleasing to see 
that two of our secondary schools have been 
placed in band one and that four others 
have improved by at least one band. 

“It is the second year that the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment has issued school banding infor¬ 
mation and the first time that a Powys 
school has been placed in band one. It is dis¬ 
appointing to see that four of our schools 
have slipped into lower bandings.” 


seeking views about the one-way system 
through the town, and spoke of his frustra¬ 
tion at the failure to bring about change. 

According to research carried out by 
Powys County Council-commissioned com¬ 
mittee, only 37 per cent of people in the 
town backed the one-way system. But com¬ 
mittee members have ruled changes to the 
layout - which could cost up to £20,000 - 
were ‘unwarranted’. 

The findings will be presented to the 
authority’s cabinet in the new year. 

Councillor Kaye said: “Getting rid of the 
one way system is not going to happen. It is 
staying there and that will not change. 

“Welshpool Town Council is powerless to 
change it. All we councillors are is a voice for 
the people of Welshpool. 

“It is frustrating for me. I am not paid to 
sit on the town council, I sit there because I 
am proud of the town.” 

Councillor Kaye said fears had been 
raised that the road was causing a drop in 
trade for town businesses but added the cur¬ 
rent economic climate was also to blame. 

The report by Councillor Kelvyn Curry, 
who had led a review into the road system, 
said: “The implementation of the one-way 
system has been blamed by traders as signif¬ 
icantly affecting their businesses. But other 
factors such as the opening of the Tesco 
store, the move of the livestock market, the 
recession and a greater move to internet 
shopping are also contributing factors.”

Lagging 
advice to 
stop pipe 
disasters 

HOUSEHOLDERS in the 
Welshpool are being urged to 
wrap their water pipes this 
winter to avoid bursts and 
big repair bills. 

Dwr Cymru Welsh Water 
said hundreds of frozen 
water pipes burst in Powys 
every winter, so it is urging 
people to insulate them. 

Peter Parry, operations 
director, said: “Now is the 
time to take action before 
freezing weather causes 
burst pipes in the home that 
can mean being without tap 
water over the Christmas 
holiday period. 

“The Consumer Council 
for Water says only one in 10 
people are aware of the risks 
of pipes freezing, and that 
means that thousands of 
Welsh homes could be 
landed with big repair bills. 

“Four in 10 don’t know if 
their pipes are insulated 
and two thirds didn’t know 
what to do if they froze.” 

Water expands when it 
freezes, which means that 
pipes in garages and out¬ 
houses can burst, to be dis¬ 
covered when they thaw. A 
repair is then urgently 
needed, at a time when it’s 
most difficult to find a 
plumber such as over the 
Christmas and new year hol¬ 
iday period, he said. 

“You need to be sure that 
exposed water pipes are 
wrapped in insulation to 
protect them,” he added.

Fears have been raised | BfGGZG 
that Oswestry police station, 
in Park Street, could close as 
part of cost saving plans. 

Mr Longmore, who was 
elected to the post last 
month, has 


admitted some police sta¬ 
tions could close as the con¬ 
stabulary seeks reduce its 
operating costs by £20.1 mil¬ 
lion by the end of 2015/16. 

A date for the meeting has 
not yet been set. 

Town councillor Heather 
Bickerton said she was 
‘really very concerned” and 
feared Oswestry police sta¬ 
tion could be closed to help 
make savings. 

“We must stamp our feet 
and say Oswestry’s police 
station must stay,” she said. 
“We are the second biggest 
town in Shropshire - we can¬ 
not lose our police station. 

“It is essential we keep 
our station here.” 

She has also called for the 
number of police officers to 
stay the same. 

“Our officers have gone 
down dramatically in the 
past few years,” she said. 


“I ask councillors to stamp 
their feet so we can keep our 
officers, so they don’t take 
any more away from us, and 
previously keep our police station." 


Town clerk David Preston 
said councillors wanted to 
hold a meeting with the com¬ 
missioner early in the new 
year with a section in it for 
the public to ask questions. 

Speaking over worries 
that the police station at 
Market Drayton could close, 
Mr Longmore said the force 
was having to look at all 
options. 

But he said: “Before any 
decisions are made over 
things like police stations, I 
want to fully consult with 
the local community.” 

He said that if there were 
to be any potential closures, 
announcements would be 
made in two or three 
months. 

Chief Constable David

Bracken 
clearance 
opens up 
common 


A BORDER beauty spot 
could be a good hunting 
ground for wild bilberries in 
future after undergoing a 
transformation. 

Bracken that has domi¬ 
nated the north common of 
The Old Racecourse in 
Oswestry for many years 
was recently cut down as 
part of a management proj¬ 
ect by Shropshire Council’s 
outdoor recreation service, 
in partnership with 
Oswestry Racecourse Man¬ 
agement Association, local 
residents and commoners. 

The work has opened up 
the common and made it 
easier for walkers to enjoy. 

Racing took place on the 
common in the early 1700s 
with horses racing around a 
two mile-long figure of 
eight-shaped track that 
straddled the road from 
Oswestry to Llansilin. 

Thousands of people 
would travel to the course 
for the three-day race meet¬ 
ings with the horses doing 
two loops of the figure of 
eight track. The remains of 
the old, stone grandstand 
are still there. 

The racecourse remained 
popular for 70 years but 
gradually drinking, gam¬ 
bling and bad behaviour got 
out of hand and the arrival of 
the railways meant race 
meetings could be held fur¬ 
ther afield.

The scheme was con¬ 
ceived three years ago. 

The report recommended 
approval for the scheme and 
said: “The provision of 
affordable housing is a key 
strategic priority for Shrop¬ 
shire Council and we are 
making the site available to 
Meres and Mosses Housing 
Association specifically for 
this purpose. 

“The scheme was initially 
conceived by the council in 
July 2009 as part of a wider 
project looking to promote 
and stimulate the develop¬ 
ment of affordable housing 
on planning ‘exception sites’ 
for local people in the vil¬ 
lages of the former Oswestry 
Borough Council area. 

“In addition to meeting 
local housing need, the 
scheme at Park Hall is also 
an example of the council 
‘leading from the front’ on 
the provision of exception 
site land for affordable 
housing in an effort to show 
landowners in other villages 
that they can do the same.” 

The report added: “A peti¬ 
tion signed by 68 local resi¬ 
dents objecting on the basis 
that the site is not appropri¬ 
ate for the provision of 
affordable housing and the 
proposal should be for a site 
closer to Whittington village 
has been received. 

“Concern is also 
expressed about traffic and 
parking issues.” 

Resident Michael 

Edwards wrote: “We all feel 
that not only will this put 
extra congestion on an 
already pot holed and nar¬ 
row road, especially when 
buses come through, but 
will also spoil the rural feel 
to the area.”

Mr Gentle, who runs the pharmacy next to The Caxton 
Surgery off Oswald Road and holds the Charter Award for 
his service and contribution to pharmacy after serving for 
24 years, said it was a vital service which many of his cus¬ 
tomers could benefit from. 

“Volunteers give up their time to support people when 
they return home from a short stay in hospital which 
helps them to settle back into a normal routine. 

“That person can then regain their confidence and 
independence but without that volunteer they may not 
have otherwise have been able to do so,” Mr Gentle said. 

“We have seen the work of British Red Cross volunteers 
here at the pharmacy as they come and collect prescrip¬ 
tions so hopefully our fundraising efforts will ensure that 
service is supported financially to fund expenses.” 


Recycling bags changes 
after collection introduced 


POWYS County Council is to stop issuing 
replacement recycling bags from the coun¬ 
cil’s customer service points. 

The council said that since most of the 
main towns in Powys now had recycling and 
waste kerbside collection service, the issu¬ 
ing of bags meant extra unnecessary costs. 

Householders who were still on the recy¬ 
cling bag scheme that required replacement 
recycling bags for paper, card and textiles or 
plastic and cans could now obtain a yellow 
‘more recycling bags please’ label from their 
nearest customer service point. 

“This label should then be stuck onto your 
recycling bag when it is put out for collec¬ 
tion, which will alert the crews that replace¬ 
ment bags are required. The crews carry a 


supply of these bags on their vehicles and 
will issue them straight away,” a spokesman 
said. 

“The supply of these bags has incurred an 
extra cost for the council as the same quan¬ 
tity are still being provided despite the new 
kerbside recycling collection service using 
boxes being rolled out to over half the house¬ 
holds in Powys. In an effort to reduce this 
cost it has been agreed that these bags will 
no longer be provided at customer service 
points for anyone to pick up.” 

“We would like to thank householders for 
their recycling efforts and hope that they 
will continue to reduce, reuse or recycle 
waste wherever possible, particularly dur¬ 
ing the festive period.”

Sufferer forms help group 
for others with depression 


AFTER suffering from depression for many years Kathleen Jones has 
decided to start a support group to help others with the illness. 

The 64-year-old knows what it is like to be swamped by the darkness of depression so is 
excited to be able to share her experiences and help others. 

The new group will be held at Betty’s Bazaar and tea room in English Walls every Mon¬ 
day from 10.30am starting on January 7. 

An evening group on Mondays will also be held at Radio Cafe, in Beatrice Street, and she 
has backing from national charity, Depression Alliance and Age UK. 


Kathleen was born and raised in the Pot¬ 
teries, Stoke-on-Trent, but has travelled the 
world and lived and worked in America. 

When she was four years old, without rea¬ 
son or explanation, she was institutionalised 
because of ill health. 

“I didn’t understand why I was being 
abandoned and that I was being sent away 
because of ill health,” she said.’T was 
allowed home at 12 years old and I left home 
at 16. I travelled around the country and 
worked summers in Cornwall and winters in 
Scotland.” 

When she was 24 she married and had a 
daughter. She said: “The relationship 
became abusive so I took my daughter and 
left, even though it meant being homeless 
with my child. 

“I made steady progress in my life after 
that. I bought my own home, raised my 
daughter as a single parent and even had my 
own business - a bakery.” 

Her daughter left home when she was 17 
years old and Kathleen decided to travel. 

“I emigrated to America and set up my 
own bakery and tea shop in Las Vegas” she 
said. “As a complete contrast I later worked 
within a hospice environment as a bereave¬ 
ment co-ordinator and assistant chaplain. I 
also nursed people out of this life and into 
the next.” 

In 2002, her granddaughter was born and 
Kathleen travelled back to Wales to spend 
six months with her daughter. Three years 



later, she moved back to the UK for good. 

She married for a short time but her hus¬ 
band was very troubled because of his alco¬ 
hol addiction. “Once again I found myself 
homeless and spent a short time in a 
women’s refuge,” she said. 

Today she lives in the Oswestry area hav¬ 
ing started a new life. She has started the 
support group to help others and is calling it 
Inspiration Blue. 

She said: “Throughout my life I have 
struggled with depression. When it comes it 
is like someone has hit you over the head. It 
comes unbidden.” 

She added: “Support groups and coun¬ 
selling have helped me through some of the 
worst patches of my life. I have decided to 
become proactive and help others. 

“There really is no reason to be a victim of 
your own life and allow depression to rule 
every action and reaction. 

“In the words of Charles Dickens; ‘y° u 
can become the hero of your own life’.”

Scott's words on 
nature a treasure 


JUST over 100 years ago, a team of five 
men were trekking through the snow 
and ice. Temperatures dipped well 
below freezing and the wind ravaged 
the party. Their goal was the South Pole 
and they were in a race for their lives 
against the Norwegians. 

But they didn’t win and nor did they return. I 
am of course referring to the ill-fated ‘Terra 
Nova’ expedition lead by Captain Robert Falcon 
Scott. But as Scott himself noted some three 
months later at the end of their desperate last 
march, frost-bitten and half-frozen in his tent, 
‘... these rough notes and our dead bodies must 
tell the tale’. 

His writings, apologies at having failed in their 
primary expeditionary task (but not their scien¬ 
tific ones), are best remembered for their stoic 
bravery and British-ness: “Had we lived, I should 
have had a tale to tell of the hardihood, 
endurance, and courage of my companions which 
would have stirred the heart of every English¬ 
man.” 

Yet as we review a hopefully joyous festive sea¬ 
son and our children enjoy their toys, it is a hand¬ 
ful of words Scott wrote in his last letter to his 
wife, that stick with me. “Make the boy interested 
in natural history if you can; it is better than 
games.” 

‘The boy’ was of course his son, the late Sir 
Peter Scott. I was lucky enough to be invited at 
the end of last year, to exhibit my work at Peter 
Scott’s home, the Wildfowl and Wetlands Trust at 
Slimbridge. 

An honour indeed, for I have always seen Slim¬ 
bridge as the home of wildlife and wildlife art. 

The reserve, now the flagship sanctuary 
amongst nine in the UK, was where Sir Peter 
used to attract waterbirds and wildfowl to his 
land and paint them as they flew and paddled, 
waded and fed. 



One of the key species to have profited from 
Slimbridge has been the Bewick’s Swan, a 
majestic, yet small and endearing animal. 

They were bumbling around the reserve as I 
went to collect my artwork the other week and 
it was a privilege to see them there. However, on 
my return to Shrewsbury I was delighted to find 
a couple at Venus Pool. 

And the surprises didn’t stop there. Bewick’s 
originate from Siberia, where they breed from 
March through to September, flying south to 
our balmy shores for a mild and wet winter. 
Venus Pool is a haven for wildlife, but how about 
Tesco and the Range? 

‘Christmas may be over, but 
the gifts keep coming into the 
New Year if you’re a naturalist’ 

Maybe not, yet as the rowan trees around 
Sundorne swelled with their gaudy winter 
fruits, waxwings descended from their own 
frozen origins - Scandinavia and Iceland. It 
seems north Shropshire is rather a catch for 
more than just our regular garden birds. 

Christmas may be over, but the gifts keep 
coming into the New Year if you’re a naturalist. 

Enjoy a cuppa at the Gallery Tearooms in 
Princess Street, Shrewsbury, and see Ben’s 
work.

Authority 
approves 
new care 
home fees 

NEW fees for nursing and 
residential homes in Powys 
have been approved by the 
county council’s cabinet. 

The authority has been 
reviewing fees paid to some 
homes in the light of suc¬ 
cessful judicial reviews 
taken against Welsh coun¬ 
cils by care home providers. 

Cabinet member for adult 
social services, Councillor 
Rosemarie Harris, said: 
“Powys has a duty to provide 
nursing or residential care 
where it meets the needs of 
older of physically disabled 
people in the county and 
places more than 400 resi¬ 
dents in care homes. 

“The council has been 
reviewing the way it sets 
rates to ensure that it meets 
national policies and is fair 
and just for those businesses 
providing a valuable service 
to the county. 

“The cost of nursing and 
residential care is signifi¬ 
cant with more than £10mil- 
lion being spent in 
2011/2012. 

“It is essential that the 
county council gets value for 
money but ensures that the 
rates paid are sufficient to 
maintain a viable sector in 
the county so there is provi¬ 
sion in the county when 
needed. 

“It is a delicate balancing 
act but I believe the new 
increased rates will main¬ 
tain a viable nursing and 
residential sector at a rate 
that the council can afford.”

Practical city car that 
delivers on economy 



Skoda has a range of excellent 
cars and none more so than Cit¬ 
igo, its city car. 

It has very small exterior dimensions with 
exceptional interior space, offering ample 
accommodation for four adults. Add in great 
manoeuvrability, exceptional comfort and quite 
high levels of equipment, and Skoda says that 
the Citigo has been designed to deal with 
almost anything that life can throw at it. 

We are living in difficult times with recession 
and austerity, and people are looking to see 


where they can save a few pennies - and in 
motoring we can save not pennies but pounds. 

Petrol prices are continually spiraling 
upwards so we need to eke out more miles per 
gallon. The more miles per gallon, the less 
excise duty and insurance we pay. 

The Citigo is a city car, it is a unique design 
and it maximises space on a very small foot¬ 
print. 

There is little doubt that the market for city 
cars is going to be the new growth area. A few 
years ago it was off-roaders and then SUVs, 
people carriers, now the marketplace is for 
small cars but with maximum carrying capac¬ 
ity. You only need to look around and you can 
see other manufacturers have already entered 
into this important market sector 

The amount of space in the Citigo is very 


good. There is plenty of room for four adults 
and this contained in a vehicle a mere 3,540mm 
long and 1,640mm wide. I actually had a sit in 
the back of the vehicle with my wife and we 
were comfortable in the rear. We had sufficient 
head and shoulder room, and importantly 
legroom. And even allowing for the seats in a 
driving position that I normally occupy as a six- 
footer, there was still space for the rear passen¬ 
gers. 

The boot is not over generous at 251 litres 
but when you drop the seats it rises dramati¬ 
cally. But do not overlook the fact that this is 
primarily a city car, it is not designed for huge 
luggage capacity, but it is sufficient to get the 
daily or weekly shopping in. 

One feature that the Citigo will reward you 
with is its ability to find car parking spaces. 
Being so small, spaces that you would normally 
think impossible, can swallow up the Citigo. 

The driving dynamics are quite entertaining 
for such a small car, the engine is a three-cylin¬ 
der 999cc and produces 60bhp. There is also a 
further option of more power but the smaller 
derivative will enable you to reach 62mph in 14 
seconds and it runs out of puff at 99mph. There 
is a 75bhp option available and this knocks a 
second off the 0-60 time and raises your top 
speed to about 106mph. 

Fuel consumption figures claimed for both 
vehicles is in the region of mid-60s on the com-

bined cycle. Phenomenal fuel figures are 
quoted, but as we all know these figures are 
achieved in laboratory conditions, but we 
should still be obtaining figures in the low-50s, 
which is exceptional. 

The important C02 figures are given as 105 
and 108 respectively for the two power deriva¬ 
tives, so you can expect a low road fund licence, 
and this is another bonus to reduce motoring 
costs. Not quite the nil rated but not far away 
at a mere £20 per annum. 

There are three versions available - S, SE 
and Elegance, entry level being the S with good, 
old fashioned wind-up windows, and sadly, no 
air conditioning. The SE is probably the deriv¬ 
ative to go for, it benefits from electric front 
windows, remote central locking, manual air 
conditioning. 

Central 

I really do not want a vehicle anymore with¬ 
out central locking, with wind-up windows and 
without air conditioning, things that we now 
take for granted. So I would avoid the S level, 
although all the models have ABS and four air 
bags, and all models except the entry level have 
an Electronic Brake Sensor facility. 

You have to make a further choice between a 
three-door and a five, and I think this will inter¬ 
est a lot of car buyers. It is always easier to get 
in and out of small city car when you have five 
doors. 

My choice would be the five-door middle of 
the range SE. As a further sweetener towards 
downsizing and the Citigo, what about a five- 
door SE 999cc engine with an automatic gear-

box? I don’t think you could get a better small 
package. 

Skoda has introduced what they suggest is a 
simple pricing structure, but I do find it a little 
complicated. The entry level Citigo three-door 
starts things off at £7,630 and the top specifica¬ 
tion Citigo Elegance is priced at £10,415. Skoda 
then gives you a list of various options depend¬ 
ent on your derivative - Comfort packs, Style 
packs, Summer packs, Safety packs and all 
manner of extras that you can build into your 
car. 

All in all, the Citigo will win friends and with 
Skoda’s reputation now of being manufactur¬ 
ers of superb, reliable, quality vehicles. I see 
nothing but another success for the company.

The popular Jimny 
still making inroads

Who says size mat¬ 
ters when it comes 
to getting down and 
dirty on winter 
roads - or off roads 
altogether for that 
matter. 

The familiar image of a 4x4 
is something big and expen¬ 
sive which dominates the 
road: so the Suzuki Jimny is 
frequently something of a 
surprise to the uninitiated. 

It certainly surprised me 
when it was originally 
launched here some 14 years 
ago: this little car with a mere 
l,300cc which reached parts 
others couldn’t on a muddy 
Scottish mountainside. 

It still has the honour of 
being the smallest, least 
expensive yet among the 
most convincing off-road per¬ 
formers. These are qualities 
which have earned the Jimny 
a loyal core of repeat cus¬ 
tomers and surprisingly good 
secondhand values. 

Now the two-model Jimny 
range has been revamped, 
with prices held at £11,995 
for the SZ3, or £12,900 for the 
flagship SZ4 version. The 


changes, both inside and out, 
are largely cosmetic while the 
essence of the car, which has 
made it a worldwide success, 
hasn’t been touched. 

The Jimny doesn’t have as 
much room, particularly in 
the back, as some modern 
hatchbacks and, with its long- 
travel, beefed up suspension, 
you can’t expect the same lev¬ 
els of refinement. 

But for those who really 
need a four-wheel drive car 
without spending a king’s 
ransom the little Suzuki is 
perfectly evolved. 

It’s simple yet robust, reli¬ 
able and with a traditional 
rather than hi-tech approach 
to the rigours of off-roading. 
If that’s what you need, the 
Jimny can hold its head up 
high in company costing 
three or four times as much. 

The l,300cc, 85PS engine 


doesn’t, on paper, sound a lot: 
the 0 to 62mph sprint takes a 
little over 14 seconds. 

But the Jimny has some¬ 
thing many of the recent so- 
called soft-roaders don’t, and 
that’s a low-range gearbox. 
The extra ratios mean that 
the little engine (combined 
with the car’s relatively light 
weight) has more than 
enough puff for going up 
hills, or through mud with¬ 
out getting bogged down, as 
well as the fine control 
needed to safely negotiate 
slippery downhill stretches. 

In wintery conditions on 
the road you can change from 
two to four-wheel drive at 
speeds of up to 60mph at the 
touch of a button. To select 
low-range gears there’s 
another button to press (hav¬ 
ing first stopped, for obvious 
reasons). 


The changes for 2013 
include a new front bumper 
and grille design, a new 
design bonnet shape with a 
distinctive central air intake, 
as well as the repositioning of 
the front fog lamps. Inside, a 
new seat fabric trim has been 
adopted for the SZ3; both 
SZ3 and SZ4 models have 
new design front and rear 
headrests as well as ISOFIX 
child seat mountings fitted as 
standard to the rear seats. 

Upgraded 

If you go for the SZ4, the 
extra grand gets you 
upgraded front seats, a 
leather-trimmed steering 
wheel, air conditioning and 
rear privacy glass, Electric 
windows and door mirrors, 
anti-lock brakes with brake 
assist and alloy wheels were 
also fitted, 

Even with the privacy 
glass, the tall Jimny cabin is 
light and airy thanks to the 
particularly large windows, 
particularly those for rear 
seat passengers. Space in the 
back isn’t particularly gener¬ 
ous - luggage capacity figures 
of 113 litres with the rear 
seats up, 324 litres with the 
rear seats fold flat - gives you 
some idea. 

The square shape of the 
cargo area and the wide- 
opening rear door do add 
practicality, though, if you’re 
after a mini load-lugger: from 


what I’ve seen a big dog or a 
couple of bales of hay aren’t 
unusual. 

On the road, the tough, 
long travel suspension gives 
the Jimny a firmer ride than 
some of its ‘soft-roader’ 
rivals, but it also means when 
the going gets tough the 
Suzuki will keep on going 
where they can’t. You pay 
your money and take your 
choice. 

It’s an option for those who 
want, and need, more than 
just tough off-roader looks, 
but at a price that won’t 
break the bank.
